A large and respectable moeting of the pro-
perty holders and citizens of kford con-
vened at Wright's Institute on Wednesday eve-
ning the 15th lnst., at 8 o'clock, to take action
In reférence to the paving of the streots, and for
the pur of forming & Protective Union.
Lewis M. Troutman, Esq., was ¢hosen Presi-
dent: Benjamin Rowland, Jr., Nathan Hilles,
Charles Deal, and F. K. Womrath, Vice-Presi-
dents; George W. Lukens and Willlam A. Cor-
eon, Becretaries,

Mr. Troutman atated the object of the meeting,
and geverely censured the Highway Committec of
Common Councll for their course of action lo refer-
ence to the paving of the strosts in Fraakford,
aguins the known wishes of & majority of tae pro-
perty-holders. He consldered it a high-handed out-
rage upon the holders of property on Leiper strea
and said the dme hsd arrived when the citlzens
Philadelphin should elect men to réepresent thelr ln-
terests in Counclls who had some regard [or the lo-
teresta of those they represemted; for while the
debt of our city and the taxes were steadlly lncrows:-
ing there sppeared to be atotal disregard on the

rt of Counclla to reduce the taxed that are so

eavily pressing upon the workingmen of oor city;
nud If I.R(.' olty fathers persist in their reckless ex-
penditure of the peopie’'s money, the sufferers by
thelr course of legislnlion will be compeiled to take
gach action in fatare eélections as will tead to check
a further | “crease of taxes.,

He gald that no greater injnry could be infdicted
upon the cilgens of Frapkford than a general
paviog of the streets; and, althoagh It might be a
sounrce of profit to the contractors, 1L wouald briog
untold sufferic g upon those of our working people
who have not the means Lo expend for S0 unneces-
sary 4 luxury ;and the man or men atiempting by
disreputable means to force thia large outlay of
money upon the peor in our midst deserves thie scorn
and confempt of every honorablie citizen,

owners of property.

Resolved, That a8 4 large majority of the property-
holeers on Lelper street and other streets are op-
posed o paving the same, and thereby distressiong
those of our citizens who are unable to incur the ex-
perse, and having rreumeﬂ thieir remonstrance to
the Committee of Highways, regalarly and jegally
attested, we therefore respectinliy ask the members
of Select and Common Councils to protect us in

Rules for the Falthfal.

The first day of Lent, Ash Wednesday, falls
this year on the 22d instant. Bishop Wood has
issued the following rules for the ebservance of
Lent in the Diocese of Penpsylvania:—

1. All the faithfal who have =~ompleted their
twenty-lirst jear are bound to observe the Fast of
lLent, unless dispensed for legitimate reasons.

. 2. One meal a Jday only I8 allowed, except vn Sun-
days,

4. This meal 18 not to be taken until about noon.

4. Un thoge days on whlch permission {8 granted
to cat meat, both mesat and fish are not to used
at the same meal, even by way of condiment,

5. A collatiop or partial meal Is allowed in the
evening., The general practice of plous Christians
Iimits [t8 quantity te the fourth part of an ordinary
meal,

6, Bread, butter, cheese, fralt of all kinds, saiads,
vegetables, and figh are permitted st the collation,
Miik and eggs are prohibited,

7. Custom has made it lawfol to drink in the
mormng some warm liguld, sach as tea and coflee,
or thin chocolate made with Wwater,

8. Necessity and custom have authorized the use
of lard instead of butter ln preparing fish, vege-
tables, ete,

9. Tue following persons are not bound to observe
the fast, namely :(—All under twenty-one yearsg of
age, the slck, preguaut women and those givin
suck to infants, those who are obliged to do har
work, and all who, through weakness, caunot fast
without injury to their health.

10, BJ dispensation, the nse of flesh meat will he
allowed at any time on Sundays. and once & day on
Mondays, Tuoesdays, Thersdays, and Saturdays,
with the exception of Hely Thuraday and toe
second and last Satardays of Lent,

11. Persons exempted from the obligation of
fasting, by age or laborious occupation, are not re-
#tricted to the use of meat &t one mealonly on
thoee duys on which its use 18 graated by dispensa-

KIRKBRIDE'S.

e Any Name Persons laourcernted in Jtf -
- An Ai-er frow the Faysicinn<an-Uhlef.

“Persons with entirely honest Intentions”—
says Dr. Kirkbride in his annuoal report, some
extruets of which we gave yestarday—''are
often fonnd nsking whetlier sane rmple are not
frequently, either by mutake or from improper
motives, pimd in bospltals for the insane, and
then reatrained of their {iberty by those who
have some solfish end to attein by guch proceed-
inge. Fuch a question as this, coming from an
honest inquirer after truib, deserves to be
answered, and, so far as Pennaglvania Iz con-
cerned, unquestionably can be, and lo & mode
that must remove all ratlonal grounds for ua-
easinees from those who may have entertained
doubta on the subject. 1 befiove T am sble to
speak positively of what bas occurred in this
institutlon doring the thirty years it has been
In operation, and In which period no less than
5796 patients have been under its care; and I de-
gire 10 place on record my Lasl.‘mrmy in
regard to this  ingulry. In all this
long perlod, and in all this large number of
pmﬁ!nla, I have neither known any one whose
mind was not diseased, or who was nol recover-
ing from an attack of insanity, and in a condi-
tion requiring this kind of care, to be restrained
of his er her liberty, nor have 1 detected an In-
clination ou the part of the (riends of a patient
to make #uch a use of the Institution: which, it
may be added, if attempted, could nol have
{:rm-ed successful, and nowhere else wounld

ave been a8 soon detected and exposed,
In regard to the wlate Institutions al
Harrisburg and Pittsburg, and the asylom
at Frankford, I have the most undoubted autho-
rity for testifying to the same effect. I am well
aware that many cases, regarded by some ns
doubtful, have been before the courts for adja-
dication, in regard to a further detention in an
Institution, but thers has been no one of these,
with which I am acquainted, in which experts
could bave had the slighlest hesitation
in regard to the original jusanity of the
patlent; mot one in which the
subseqnent results of the case did not justify
their opinions; nor one in which any juduee,
even when declding a guestion of a further
residence in the hospital, against the opinion of
its officers, ever intimated a doubt as to the in-
ganity of the patient when admitted into the
institution, In o single case only was the gues-
tion of Insanity left unzetiled, owing to the
death of the individual before the conelusion of
the investigation.

“There are certain cases of intemperance often
sent to hospitals by direct order of the courts,
or by authority derived from the courts by their
legal guardinns, or in the usual mode, for their
temporary protection, when unable to take care
of themeclves. Many of these, after a short stay
seem to have recovered their natural state of
mind, and are retained only as required in the
orlgiﬂ‘nl order of the court, ‘until discharged by
due process of law.,! A difference of opinion
may exiet in regard to how much of this kind of
mental treuble is real insanity, or whether il is
merelya temporary effect from the habit alluded
to. Intemperance is sometimes a disease, and
sometimes it s only an effect of insanity—a
symptom of a disease. While mun{' physicians
have no hesitation in regarding all these cases
a8 genulpe insavity, there are some in which
the officers of this hospital might entertaln a
different opinion, and on this account all such,
although coming here under legal process, are
excluded from the statement on a preceding
!anaa. Many persons, too, dreading an attack of

neanity, or suffering from the incipient stage of
it, or from a general disordered condition of
the nervous ﬁf’atﬂm. ask to have the benelits
of the hospital, but they come to it as they
would go eleewhere, for medical advice,
and asthey would enter an ordinary boarding-
house; and they leave it whenever it is their
pleasure to do so; so that they can hardly be re-
garded as the ordinary Insane, nor can they in
any eense be eald to be restralned of their
liberty. With these explanations, there are no
gualifications to be made to the stalement that,
after the most careful inquiry, I believe there is
no ground for the belief that any sane person
has ever been admitted into and restrained of
his liberty in any Penusylvania inatitution in-
tended for the careand treatment of the insane.”

An Opportunity te Extend'n Help'nz Hand
to France,

To-morrow afternoon there will be an im-
portant meeting at the Mayor's office, to devise
“ways and means” to ald impoverished France.

But ln such a case you must be satisfiad
ihat the confession was mmade. and that the party
making it Intended 10 be understood as admitting
guilt, and that it was not said ironica’ly in frivolons-
negs Oor o passion.

In weighing the testimony of the witnessas (n this
cage, you will consider iia inherent character as
evinoing truthiulness, or the want of it: the charac-
ter of the wiltnesses who testified; thelr relation to
the parties; the motives that would be likely to in-
fluence their testimony: thelr opportunity for
knowing the matters about which they testify; and
the light, If any, which l8shed on the testimony of
each by the nther tegtimony in the case,

The testimony in this case natarally divides ftaelf
Into three groups :—

1. The testimony relative to the alleged confession
of guilt of the respondent,

2. The testimony relative to the alleged visite of
the respoadent to nouses of lll-fame,

8. The testimony relative to the auwd improper
interviews of Lhe respondent with . Fewer and
Mr, Elmes.

The oply Witness who testifies to the alleged ad-
misslon of guilt 18 the livellant himselr, For,
though there are witnesses who speak of the re-
spordent going om her knees to her husband and
asking his forgiveress, they do notsay that the for-

tveness ghe asked was for the oifense of adultery.

f it were true she asked forgiveness, the forgive-
nees she neked waa equally applicable te any other
offenge, real or supposed, which she may have com-
mitted against her hushand, as to the orime of adal-
tery. Or, findipg her hosband’'s mind incensed
sgainst her, she may have hoped to appease him
by asking forgivencss, without regard to the info-
ences which were operating on his mind to incense
him against her,

Ho the alleged deciaration of the respondent
to Mrs. Harrlet Robblos, “Dear mother, tals
s all my own [fauolt! If 1T had taken

our advice long eago this would have never

appened,” may be understond with reférence to one
supposed cause of olense or annther, Neither Mra.
Harriet Robbins nor the other witnesses say that
in that Iuterview thers was any reference to the
offense of adultery, whilst the respondent says that
the alleged conversation was with reference to the
jen‘nnaf of the respondent of her hushand

The libellant's account of the alleged admission of
gullt I8 that on Sunday previous to sending his wife
away he accused her of improper actions In the
past, “I told her 1 wa= satistied that she was gullty
of adultery with Charles E, Elmes and George
W. Fetter, to which she tauntingly repiled that
it was g0 and dared me to proveit, Itold her |
wot:hl endeavor to do it, and ordered her out of the
parior.”

On re-examination the libellant satd the conversa-
tion began abhout Mr. Fetter calllng to set an even-
ing when they would go to see Miss Daff, “She said
1 was entirely too familiar with Miss Daf, that she
did not llke our actions, that she would not visit
her asd wounld not have her visitus. I told her I
saw nothing connected with Miss Duff other than a
Rf fect lady. ‘1'hat led to the conversation abont Mr,

tter and George Elmes ln which I charged her
adultery with them.”

In welghing this testimony yon will consider
whether & woman would be likely to admit her
gullt of adoltery to ber husband. And il it were
sald, whether It was sald dellberately or in an ebal-
litlon of passglon in & conversution In which there
18 erimipnation and récrimination on each side,

Yon will also conslder whether, when the |lbellant
mude the charge against his wife, as testified b
him, he had any Information or evidence npon whic
he could groand such a chisrge. In his evidence he
does not aver that he had any knowledge of any
improprieties of his wife with either of the gentle-
men named, or of the alleged visits
of his wife to hounses of lll-fame, before he made
these charges against her, Nor I8 there any evidence
in the case whatever that shows that he had any
knowledge of the alle improprieties of his wife
at the time he charged her with sadultery with Mr.
Elmes and Mr. Fetter, except the clreamstance of
her leaving the parlor in 1855 wnere she was alone
for & minute or 80 with Mr, Elmes. and the clreum-
stance of the kissing In 1861 or 1969, when Mr, Fet-
ter kigsed Mra. Robhins and Mr, Hobbios kissed Mrs.
Fetter in the presence of each other lo the entry, on
the oceaslon of the 'ibellant and his wife golng to
Mr, retter's honse 1o tea, and which the libeliant
seems never to have treated as an offense at the
time or since, except that it has been given ln evi-
dence {o this case.

You will also conslder the conduct of the libellant
at, and immediarely after, the 1lne of the alleged
confession of his wife, and whather It wassuch as a
man havipg had revealed to him the gulit of his wife

would have exbibited,

His stats ment 18 that, after this alleged confes-
Alon of his wife, within an hour or twa thereafter,
he ained with her and the family. After dinner ha
went to his fether's, and took & walk with his fa-
ther; then returped home; did not take tea, aod
gave a8 & reason that he seldom takes it.

You will consider this tes'imony, and say whether
or not this was the consust which 4 man whn be-
lleved his wile was gullty of adultery would have
pursued.

In consiering this part of the case you will also
bear in mind the dental which the respondeat makes
of this alleged contession, She says, “‘la tne con-
versation ¢ o that Sunday mnrniltif he sald nothing
abort Mr, Kimes; what he ( was aboat Mr,
Fetter; he said he suopossd that T had been to
church with Mr, Fetter; I did not taantingly reply
and admit that | had committed adaltery with Mr.
Felter and dare him to prove 1t; there was no such
ennversation as that st all.”

You will also remember her denials of her alleged
seking her forgiveness. bhe says, “1 did nol &t any
time ask him o (orgive me."”

With respect to Mr., Elmes, the only alleged (m-
proper Interview was on the occasion of his visit to
them by invitation to take tea with them in 1855 or
1868, r.

arlor and sat down on the parior window, Mra
tobbing came In and sat down on the sofa. She
came in and right out in: and at the request of
Mre, Robbina he told Mr, Robbins, who came (n
two minutes after he arrived there, that “he had not
geen her, or that she |8 up-stairs; 1 have Just this
momwent come In." This he says he did because he
hieard that Mr. Robblus was a jealous man, and he
obeyed Mrs, Robbing' instructions on thab account,
“It 18 all the explapation 1 can give; It was the
work of a moment; 1 hadn't time to think.”

It secms to me that this part of the case entirely
falls of any support by the evidenoe, and that It
would be difficnlt to find In the lives of any three
Ermnu charged with the heinous offense of adul-

ry 80 little even of the ordinary familiarity which
frequently accompanies intimacy of acquaintance,
88 the evidence exhibits existed between the re-
spondent and Mr. Fetter and Mr, Eimes.

Yon wiil, however, take all the evidence on this
point into consideration, and give it such welght as
yovithink It s entitled to.

Yor will also 1ake into consideration the conduoct
ef the respondant and the parties charged with her,
and see I 1t 18 such a8 you would ordinarlly expect
of persens charged with so grave an offense as this.

You will also consider the testimony of Lippiacott,
who eaye he was induced by the libeliant to com-
mit per%un agalopst the respondent, and the tasti-
mony of Kate Bond, who saya Mr. Robbins asked
her if she would not 1ike to haye a new silk sult,
when he called on her at No, 1108 Sansom street,
and she was showed the phot ph of Mra. Rob-
bins by Mr. Smith or Mr, Robbins, and asked
whether she had ever seen that lady,

Of course no rellunce can be piaced on the testi-
mon{ of a witness snch as Lippincott, who admits
that hie has already committed perjury io this case
n::leu you find support of it in some O:ler part of

The only circomstanpce which remains unex-
plalned as bearing upon his testimony I8 to how he
obtatned his information relative to the respondent
having asked the forgiveness of her husband, and
to whieh he swore before the examiner, If 1t was
not derived, as he avers it was, from the lisellant,
where did he obtgin the knowledge or in“ormation?
Nelther the libellar t nor do any of the witnessses say
that he was present at the interview o which this 18
sald te have cocurred. 1f Lippincott heard her say
it, the presumption 18 he heard it when he oame
into the house to get the trunks or other parcels to
Eo in the carriage, if he did get them. Mr. Robbins,

and excltement appealed to him to be permitted
to explaio, and e Boene was B0 nopleasant
that he went into the adjoining room, he refused to
Heten to her, I.elllng her that Mr. Hobbins had made
no e:plunadon to him. He afterwards sald It was
true that he had made no explapation t nim, and
oply ssld he wanted me to go with him; he was
golog Lo separate from his wife.

I make no comments on this testimony, but leave
it with you for your consideration,

You will also consider the avidence relative to the
lntlmu{lof the libellant with another ml{. and give
to it such welght as yon may think It justly entitied
to in your copsideration of the case,
